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10. Requiring City departments to purchase recycled 
products end promulgating guidelines for such purchase and use 
will meet the state mandated goals and contribute to the 
necessary reduction in solid waste. Such a requirement will not 
create shortages of materials or supplies for the City inasmuch 
as acceptable recycled products are available and of a quality 
comparable to virgin products, although the Board of Supervisors 
recognizes that recycled products will be less available than 
virgin products until the recycling industries mature and markets 
develop. 

11. Resource conservation is imperative to preserve the 
health of ecosystems on the planet Earth and the most 
environmentally sound and economic methods of resource 
conservation are, in priority order, source reduction, reuse, 
recycling and composting. The City enacts this article to 
require that 1) City departments establish in-house waste 
reduction programy, and 2) all City and County departments and 
agencies purchas’ recycled protzucts to the maximum extent 
possible. 

12. Under this Chapter, the City and County of 
San Francisco wishes to exercise its power to make economic 
decisions involving its own funds as a participant in the market 


place and to conduct its own business as a municipal corporation 


to ensure that purchases and expenditures of public monies are 
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made in a manner consistent with sound environmental policies and 
practices. 

SEC. 21A.2. DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this Chapter, the following words and phrases 
shall have the meanings indicated herein: 

“Brown paper” shell mean paper, usually made from 
unbleached kraft pulp, that is commonly used for bags, sacks and 
wrapping paper. 

“Building Insulation" shall mean a material, including 
blanket, board, spray-in-place and loose-fill that are used as 
ceiling, floor, foundation and wall insulation, primarily 
designed to resist heat flow, which is installed between the 
conditioned volume of a building and adjacent unconditioned 
volumes or the outside. 

“City” or "City and County” shall mean the City and County 
of San Francisco or any department, board, commission or agency 
thereof. 

“City funds" shal] mean all monies or other assets received 
and managed by, or are otherwise under the control of, the 
Treasurer, and any notes, bonds, securities, certificates of 
indebtedness or other fiscal obligations issued by the City and 
County. 

"Contract" shall include, but not be limited to, any 


contract, purchaser order, term purchase agreement, revolving 
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"Paper towels" shall mean paper toweling in folded sheets, 
or in raw form, for use in drying or cleaning or where quick 
absorption is required. 

“Paperboard” shall mean the broad category of paper that is 
heavier in basis weight and thicker (0.012 inch or more) than 
paper. Paperboard generally includes container-board used for 
corrugated boxes, boxboard used to make cartons, and all other 
paperboard. 

“Postconsumer material” shall mean only those products 
generated by a business or consumer which have served their 
intended end uses, and which have been diverted from solid waste 
for the purposes of collec’ion, recycling and disposition. 

“Purchaser” shall mean the Furchaser of the City and County 
of any authorized representative of that official. 

: "Recovered materials® shall mean waste material and 
by-products which have been recovered or diverted from solid 
waste, but such term does not include those materials and 
by-products generated from, and commonly reused within, an 
original manufacturing process. 

In the case of paper ang paper products, “recovered 
material” shall include the following materials: 

1. Postconsumer material such as: 

(a) Paper, paperboard, and fibrous wastes from retail 
stores, office buildings, homes, and so forth, 
after they have passed through their end usage as 
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&@ consumer item, including: used corrugated 
boxes, old newspapers, old magazines, mixed waste 
paper, tabulating cards, end used cordage; and 

(b) <All paper, paperboard, and fibrous waste that 
enter and are collected from municipal solid 
waste; and 

Preconsumerc materials such as manufacturing, forest 

residues, and other wastes including: 

(a) Dry paper and paperboard waste generated after 
completion of the papermaking process (that is, 
those manufacturing operations up to and including 
the cutting and trimming of the paper machine reel 
into smaller rolls or rough sheets) including:

“Source reduction” does not 
include steps taken after the material becomes solid waste or 
actions which would ‘mpact air or water resources in lieu of 
land, including, but not limited to, transformation. 

“Specifications” shall mean the clear and accurate written 
descriptions, drawings, prints, commercial designations, industry 
standards, and other descriptive references setting forth the 
technical requirenents for materials, supplies, equipment, or 
services specifying the minimu:. Tanlicemant for quality and 
construction of materiels, equipment and service necessary for an 
acceptable product. 

“Tire” shail mean t!:3 following types of tires: passenger 
car tires, light-and heavy-duty truck tires, high speed 
industrial tires, bus tires, and special] service tires (including 
agricultural, off-road and slowspeed industrial) 

“Tissue products” shall mean paper primarily used for its 
soft or absorbent properties, including toilet tissue, paper 
towels, paper napkins, facial tissue, doilies and industrial 
wipes. 

“Toilet tissue” shaii mean sanitary tissue paper, marketed 
either in rolls or in interleaved packages, and characterized by 


its softness, absorbency, cleanliness, adequate strength and easy

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"Transformation" shall mean incineration, pyrolysis, 
distillation, gasification, or biological conversion other than 
composting. “*Transformation"® does not include composting. 

"Waste paper” or “secondary waste material” shall mean any 
of the following “recovered materials":

(a) Paper, paperboard, and fibrous wastes from retail 
stores, office buildings, homes, and so forth, 
after they have passed through their end usage as 
@ consumer item, including: used corrugated

1. To the maximum extent possible, all City departments 
entering into contracts for the purchase or use of lubricating 
oils shall specify and require the use of re-refined oil.

A. Whenever any department of the City and County 
discovers, after an investigation by the contracting officer and 
the City Attorney, that a person or entity being considered for a 
contract or under contract with the City and County has, in 
connection with the bidding, execution or performance of any City 
contract: 

(1) falsely represented to the City and County the 
nature or character of the products offered, used 
or supplied under the contract; or 

(2) provided the City with products in violation of 
this ordinance, the rules and regulations adopted 
pursuant to this ordinance, or contract provisions 
pertaining to the required the use or purchase of 
recycled products, 

the contracting officer shall have the authority to impose such 
sanctions or take such other actions as are designed to ensure 
compliance with the provisions of this ordinance including, but 
not limited to; 

(1) refusal to certify the award of a contract; 

(2) suspension of a contract; 
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agency or competent jurisdiction, such portion shall be deemed a

the ((Tax Collector)) Director of Parking and Traffic and deposited 


in the Treasury of the City and County of San Francisco. 

All moneys in excess of $1,500,000 so deposited during any 
fiscal year shall be credited to a special fund to be known as the 
"Off-Street Parking Fund,“ except that commencing with fiscal year 
1987-88 all monies in excess of $3,000,000 so deposited shall be 
credited to said Off-Street Parking Fund, except that commencing with 
fiscal year 1988-89 all monies in excess of $6,000,000 so deposited 
shall be credited to said Off-Street Parking Fund. All net revenues 
received from off-street City-owned parking facilities leased by City ri 
to private operators, costs of which facilities were paid for them 
from the Off-Street Parking Fund, and those facilities listed in 
Subsection (a) below, limited to the period provided in that Subsection 
(a), also shall be creditd to such Off-Street Parking Fund Heres ECE 


of whether such facilities are operated with or without meters. 
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Subject to the restrictions provided in this Section and any 
Prior legally binding obligations, said special fund is hereby created 
for the purpose of financing the San Francisco Off-Street Parking 
Program, including, but not limited to, capital outlays for the 
acquiring, constructing, completing and leasing of public parking 


lots, storage space, garages, single- or multi-level structures, and 


other off-street parking facilities on, under, or above the surface of 


any property, including public parks, squares, lands, easements or 


Cights-of-way to be acquired by purchase or condemnation, together 


with buildings, structures, equipment, approach roads, entrances, 


exits, fencing, off-street parking neters, and other works, propecty 
or structures for the accommodation of automotive vehicles, and 
necessary or convenient for adequate parking facilities to relieve 
facilitate, 


congestion, regulate and control traffic within the City 


and County of San Francisco. Said special fund may also be used to 
finance the cost of engineering and construction of on-street parking 
bays in parking meter districts in neighborhood commercial districts, 
by sidewalk narrowing after the appropriate legislation has been 
approved by the Board of Supervisors. 

In the accomplishment of said purpose, the use of said monies 
deposited in said special fund shall be restricted to: 

(a) All net revenues received by the City from the operation of 
the Sutter-Stockton Garage from fiscal years 1985-86 through 1989-90 
inclusive, the St. Mary's Garage except for that portion dedicated to 
the Recreation and Park Department, Seventh and Harrison Parking Plaza 
and the Marshall Square Parking Plaza, shall be dedicated to the 
financing of public off-street parking facilities in or near 
neighborhood commercial districts, except that such revenues may 


furthec be used to reimburse accounts which have advanced funds for

SPECIAL SHORT-TIME PARKING METERS. In any parking 


meter area, the Director of ((Public Works)) Parking and Traffic may 


((, aftec review and recommendation by the Chief of Police or his 
delegate)) install special short-time parking meters which shall be 
distinctly marked and shall permit maximum parking time of ((30 
minutes)) less than 60 minutes.

PARKING METER ZONES FOR MOTORCYCLES ONLY. In any 


packing meter area, the Director of ((Public Works)) Parking and 


Traffic may ((, after review and recommendation by the Chief of Police 
or his delegate,)) establish parking meter zones for the exclusive use 
of motorcyclists. No person shall stop or park any vehicle other than 
a motorcycle in a parking meter zone marked or signed far motorcycles 
only. 

In any packing meter area, the Director of ((Public Works)) 


Packing and Traffic may designate for the exclusive packing of 


motorcycles any available curb space three feet or jnore in length but 
too small for the parking of automobiles. 
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SEC. 219.1. ALL-DAY PARKING METERS FOR MOTORCYCLES ONLY. In 


any parking meter area, the Director of ((Public Works)) Parking and 
Traffic may, ((after review and recommendation by the Chief of Police 
or his delegate,)) install all-day parking meters for the exclusive 
use of motorcyclists. Such parking meters shall permit a maximum 
parking time equivalent to the number of hours the parking meters in 
the immediate area are in effect. 

Section 8. Sections 304, 305, 306, 307, 308, 308.1, 308.2, 
308.5, 310, 311, 313, 315 and 316 of Article 15, Part II, Chapter XI 
of the San Francisco Mun-cipal Code (Traftic Code) are hereby amended 
to cead as follows:

Officer)) Director of Parking and Traffic and the Board of Supervisors 


in determining whether to remove designation as a residential permit 
parking area from a particular residential area, 


SEC. 308. ISSUANCE OF PERMITS. (a) Parking permits shall be

residential permit parking area as well as the license number of the 
motor vehicle for which it is issued, No more than one parking permit 
shall be issued to each motor vehicle for which application is made.

SEC. 310. POSTING OF RESIDENTIAL PERMIT PARKING AREA. Upon the 
adoption by the Board of Supervisors of a resolution designating a 
residential permit parking area, the Director of ((the Department of 


Public Works)) Parking and Traffic shall cause appropriate signs to be 


erected in the area, indicating prominently thereon the time 
limitation, period of the day for its application, and conditions 
under which permit parking shall be exempt therefrom.

(d) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Article for a 


person to copy, produce or otherwise ((bring into existence)) create a 


facsimile or counterfeit parking permit or permits without written 


authorization from the ((Tax Collector)) Director of Parking and 


Traffic. It shall further be unlawful and a violation of this Article 
for a person to knowingly use or display a facsimile or counterfeit 
packing permit in order to evade time limitations on packing applicable 
in a residential permit parking area. Upon conviction thereof, a 
person shall be punishable by a fine not exceeding $500 or ((be 
imprisoned)) by imprisonment for a period not exceeding six months, or 
both. 


SEC. 316. REVOCATION OF PERMIT. The ((Tax Collector)) Director 


of Packing and Traffic is authorized to revoke the residential parking 


permit of any person found to be in violation of this Acticle and, 
upon written notification thereof, the person shall surrender such 


permit to the ((Tax Collector)) Director of Packing and Traffic. 
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packing. Said hearing or hearings shall also be conducted for the 
Purpose of ascertaining boundaries for the proposed carpool permit 
packing areas ((w))as well as the appropriate time limitation on 
parking and the period of the day for its application. 

Notice of public hearing or hearings provided for herein shall 
be published in the official newspaper of the City and County at 
least 10 days before the hearing date and circulated generally in 
the neighborhood.

SEC. 407. RECOMMENDATION OF THE DIRECTOR OF ( (PUBLIC WORKS) ) 
PARKING AND TRAFFIC. Within 60 days of the completion of the 
hearing or hearings conducted with regard to a particular 
institutional perimeter area, the Director of ((Public Works) ) 
Packing and Traffic shall recommend by written report to the Board 
of Supervisors, based on the record of such hearing or hearings and 
the surveys and studies performed, whether to designate the area 
under consideration as a carpool permit parking area. 

In the report of the Director of ((Public Works)) Parking and 
Traffic, he shall set forth the evidence generated as a result of 
Surveys and studies performed, significant subjects and concerns 
raised at the public hearing or hearings conducted, the findings 
relative to those designation criteria listed in Section 405 of this 
Article deemed applicable to the carpool area and conclusions as to 
whether the findings justify preferential carpool parking for that 


particular area, the proposed boundaries of the carpool permit 
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parking area, proposed time limitation and period of the day for its 
application, and a proposed number of permits to be issued for the 
amount of parking available. 

The designation process and designation criteria set forth in 
this Article shall also be utilized by the Director of ((Public 
Works)) Parking and Traffic and the Board of Supervisors in 
determining whether to remove designation as an institutional 
perimeter area. 

SEC. 408. CARPOOL GROUP APPLICATION FOR PERMIT AND CARPOOL 
CERTIFICATION. Application for a carpool parking permit and 
certification of a carpool shall be made in accordance with 
procedures established by the ((d))Director of ((Public Works) ) 
Parking and Traffic after consultation with the Institution's 
Transportation Broker or similar counterpart. 

Group application for carpool permit shall be made directly to 
the Institution's Transportation Broker or other designated 
representative. One application per carpool group shall be made. 
Each application or reapplication for a parking permit shall contain 
information sufficient to identify each carpool member, their 
resident addresses, the license numbers of the motor vehicles for 
which application is made, the place of employment and phone 
extention of each carpool member, the shift time, and ((such)) other 
information that may be deemed relevant by the Director of ((Public 
Works)) Parking and Traffic and the Institution's Transportation 
Broker. 

The certification portion of the group application shall 
include, but is not limited to, signatures of three or more 
individuals who certify that: 

(a) They are in a carpool that commutes together to and from 


their place of employment. 
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limitations established pursuant hereto. Said violation shall be an 
infraction punishable by (1) a fine not exceeding $50 for a first 
violation; (2) a fine not exceeding $100 for a second violation of 
the same ordinance within one year; and (3) a fine not exceeding 
$250 for each additional violation of the same ordinance within one 
year. 

(b) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Article for 
a person to falsely represent ((himself)) that he or she is eligible 
for a parking permit or to furnish false information in an 
application therefor submitted to eilener the institution or the 
Department of ((Public Works)) Parking and Traffic. 

(c) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Article for 
a person holding a valid parking permit issued pursuant hereto to 
permit the use or display of such permit on a motor vehicle other 
than that for which the permit is issued. Such conduct shall 
constitute an unlawful act and violation of this Article both by the 
person holding the valid parking permit and the person who so uses 
or displays the permit on a motor vehicle other than that for which 
it is issued. 

(d) It shall be unlawful and a violation of this Article for 
a person to copy, produce or otherwise bring into existence a 
facsimile or counterfeit parking permit or permits without written 
authorization from the Director of ((Public Works)) Parking and 
Traffic. It shall further be unlawful and a violation of this 
Acticle for a person to knowingly use or display a facsimile or 
counerfeit parking permit in order to evade time limitations on 
parking applicable in a carpool permit parking area. Upon 
conviction thereof, 


a person shall be punishable by a fine not 


exceeding $500 or ((be imprisoned)) by imprisonment for a period not 


exceeding 6 months, or both. 
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(e) The violations as set forth in the preceeding subsections 
(b), (c) and (d) shall be infractions punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $500. 
SEC. 413. 


REVOCATION OF PERMIT. The Director of ((Public 


Works)) Parking and Traffic is authorized to order revocation and 
Surrender of the carpool parking permit of any person((/)) o£ group 
found to be in violation of this Article. Failure ((when so 
requested)) to surrender a reyoked carpool parking permit ((so 
revoked)) when requested by the Director shall constitute a 
violation of law and of this Article. 

Section 10. Sections 431, 433, 434, 435 and 436 of Article 
17, Part II, Chapter XI of the San Francisco Municipal Code (Traffic 
Code) are hereby amended to read as follows: 

SEC. 431. 


DESIGNATION OF ROUTES. Upon receipt of a written 


application by a terminal operator, the Director of Parking and 
Traffic and the Director of Public Works ((is)) are authorized to 
designate a route between an interstate highway and a terminal as an 
interstate truck terminal route. 

For the purposes of this Article, “interstate highway” shall 
mean a portion of the National System of Interstate and Defense

“Annual Participation Goals" shall mean the targeted levels

“Award of a Contract" occurs when a contract is certified 
by the Controller of the City and County of San Francisco. 

“Back contracting" shall mean any agreement or other 
arrangement between a prime contractor and its subcontractor 
where the prime contractor performs or secures the performance of 
the subcontract in such a fashion and/or under such terms end 
conditions that the prime contractor enjoys the financial 
benefits of the subcontract. Said agreement or other arrangement 
includes, but is not limited to, situations where either a 
contractor or subcontractor agrees that any term, condition or 
obligation imposed upon the subcontractor by the subcontract 
shall be performed by or be the responsibility of the prime 
contractor. 

"Bid" shall mean and include a quotation, proposal, 
solicitation or offer by a bidder or contractor to perform or 
provide labor, materials, equipment, supplies or services to the 
City and County of San Francisco for a price. 

“Bidder“ shall mean any business that submits a quotation, 
bid or proposal to provide labor, materials, equipment, supplies 


or services to the City and County of San Francisco. 


“City” shall mean the City and County of San Francisco. 
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improvements to be performed, or for goods and services or 
supplies to be purchased at the expense of the City or to be paid 
out of monies deposited in the treasury or out of trust monies 
under the control of or collected by the City. 

“Controlled” for the purposes of determining whether a 
business is a Minority Business Enterprise, or Women Business 
Enterprise, shall mean the minority(ies), the woman or 
combination of minorities and women, as the context requires, 
shall (1) possess legal authority and power to manage business 
assets, good will and daily operations of the business; and (2) 
actively and continuously exercise such authority and power in 
determining the policies and directing the operations of the 
business. 

“Director” shall mean the Director of the Human Rights 
Commission of San Francisco. 

“Economically Disadvantaged Business" shall mean a business 
whose average gross annual receipts in the three fiscal years 
immediately preceding its application for certification as a MBE, 
WBE or LBE does not exceed the following limits: (1) Public 
Works/Construction-- $14 million; (2) Goods/Materials/Equipment 
and General Services Suppliers -- $2 million; (3) Professional 
Services—— $2 million. 

“Equipment and Supplies Contract" shall mean term purchase 
agreements, contract orders, purchase orders and any other 


agreement for the purchase of transportation equipment, office 
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supplies, data processing and office equipment, hospital and 
medical equipment and supplies, food, building supplies, 
fire/safety equipment and supplies, clothing, miscellaneous and 
electrical equipment and supplies. The term “equipment and 
supplies contract" shali not include contracts for fuels, 
lubricants and illuminants. 

“Franchise” shall mean and include the right or privilege 


conferred by grant from the City and County of San Francisco, or 


person to conduct such business or engage in such activity as is 
specified in the grant. A "franchise" shall not include an 
agreement to perform construction-related services. 

“General Services Contract” shall mean term purchase 
agreements, contract orders, purchase orders and any other 
agreement for the procurement of janitorial, security, equipment 
and computer maintenance, miscellaneous, printing and graphics 
services. 

“Good Faith Efforts" when required of a contract awarding 
authority or department shall mean the actions undertaken by a 
department to obtain MBE or WBE participation in a contract as 
prime contractors, and shall include the following efforts: (1) 
encouraging MBE/WBEs to attend pre-bid meetings, scheduled by a 
department or the Commission, to inform potential contractors of 
contracting opportunities; (2) advertising in general circulation

(6) Providing interested minority and women business 
enterprises with information about the plans, specifications, and 
requirements for the selected subcontracting or material supply 
work. 

(7) Requesting assistance from minority and women community 
organizations; minority and women contractor groups; local, 
state, or federal minority and women business assistance offices; 
or other organizations that provide assistance in the recruitment 
and placement of minority or women business enterprises, if any 
are available.

“Human Rights Commission" (HRC) shall mean the Human Rights 
Commission of San Francisco, consisting of Commissioners 


appointed by the Mayor; hereinafter, it shall be referred to as 
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the Commission. 

“Joint venture” shall mean and may be referred to as an 
"Association" of two or more businesses acting as a contractor 
and performing or providing services on a contract, in which each 
joint venture or association partner combines property, capital, 
efforts, skill, and/or knowledge. 

“Lease" shall mean and include an agreement by which the 
City and County of San Francisco or any contracting agency 
thereof, grants to a person the temporary possession and use of 
property for reward, and the latter agrees to return the same to 
the former at a future time.

“Subcontractor Participation Goals" shall mean the targeted 
level of MBE/WBE subcontractor participation designated by the 
Director for prime public works/construction contracts. 

“Woman Business Enterprise (WBE)" shall mean an economically 
disadvantaged local business which is an independent and 
continuing business for profit, performs a commercially useful 
function and is owned and controlled by one or more women 
residing in the United States or its territories. 

“Woman/Minority Man Business Enterprise (W/MBE)" shall mean 
an economically disadvantaged local business which meets the 
definition of an MBE or WBE, except that the aggregate ownership 
interest of the woman and the minority man equals or exceeds 
fifty-one percent (51%) of the business. An W/MBE shall qualify 
and be deemed by a department an MBE or WBE, but not both, for 
purposes of this Ordinance.

An April 1988 San Francisco Bar Association study concludes that 
there is significant disparity between equally qualified white 
and minority lawyers in terms of income, current employment 
positions, hiring, promotion and retention in San Francisco. The 
study also concludes that a high percentage of white and minority 
lawyers believe that racial discrimination plays a role in the 
employment practices of San Francisco legal employers. The 
report of the Judicial Council Advisory Committee on Gender Bias 
in the Courts on Civil Litigation and Courtroom Demeanor 
concludes, among other points, that opportunities for 
advancement and promotion in the legal profession appear less 
available to women than to men.

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LEGISLATIVE DIGEST 
SAN FRANCISCO BUILDING CODE AMENDMENTS 


The legislation pending before the Board amends the 1988 
San Francisco Building Code in various ways. Accompanying the 
legislation is a separate resolution adopting findings to justify 
deviations from the State Building Code based upon local 


conditions, as required by California Health and Safety Code 
Section 17958.5. 


Three sections have been deleted from the Building Code in 
their entirety: Section 328, requiring permits for the 
installation and operation of boilers, water heaters and pressure 
vessels; Sections 1215 and 1233, containing requirements for 
structural fire safety, fire-resistant exits, and fire alarm and 
sprinkler systems in multiple-story residential structures. 
Substantially identical retroactive provisions for fire and life 
safety in residential structures are found in the San Francisco 
Housing Code and do not need to be addressed in the Building Code. 


The following new sections have been added to the Code: 


(1) Application of Code Requirements to Existin 
Buildings and Structures. Section 104(i) provides that existing 
exiting systems that comply with the code in effect at the time 
of their original construction and any subsequent alterations 
need not be brought into compliance with current requirements 
unless one or more of four specified conditions exist. 
Residential buildings are required to comply with applicable 
exiting provisions of the Housing Code. When existing exiting - 
systems are required to be modified, the modifications may be in 
accordance with guidelines established by the Superintendent, 
subject to the Fire Department's approval. 


(2) Boards and Committees. Section 216 establishes a new 
committee known as the Code Advisory Committee. The thirteen 
members are appointed by the Director of Public Works; ex 
officio, non-voting members are the Superintendent of the Bureau 
of Building Inspection and the Chief of the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention and Public Safety. The purpose of the committee is to 
review and recommend proposed code changes and proposed 
Departmental rules and regulations. 


(3) Reclaimed Water Projects. Three new definitions have 
been added to Chapter 4. Section 405 defines a “development 
project” which is required to comply with Article 22 of the 
Public Works Code; Section 419(b.1) defines “Reclaimed Water 
System” and Section 419(b.2) defines “Reclaimed Water Use Area." 
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(10) Fire-extinguishing Systems; Fire-resistive Standards 
for Fire Protection. Section 3801(d) has been amended to 
incorporate the National Fire Protection Association's standard 
for residential sprinklers. mee 

Section 4306(a) has been amended to provide minimum 
requirements for the rating of fire opening protectors based upon 
the fire-resistive rating of the wall in which they are installed. 


Nonsubstantive or minor changes have been made to the 
following Code sections: 


(1) General. Sections 104(b) and 319(a) have been 
reformatted and slightly revised to conform to the Uniform 
Building Code. Section 301(b) has been amended to correct a 
typographical error in subsection 5. In Section 301l(c), an 
administrative fee charged on the basis of an MOU between the 
Bureau of Building Inspection and another City department has 
been deleted. 


(2) Requirements Based on Occupancy. Section 502 has 
been amended to correct typographical omissions of the 
requirements for tax-exempt homeless shelters and to clarify 
residential requirements. Amendments to Section 505(e) clarify 
acea separation wall provisions relating to exits. In Section 
1001, definitions of “Group I Occupancies" have been amended to 
conform to the California Building Code. Section 1102(d) has 
been amended to correct editorial errors relating to the 
requirements for barbed wire fences. Editorial changes have been 
made to the residential occupancy requirements contained in 
Sections 1204, 1205(a), 1205(c), 1210(a(, 1214 and 1214.1 to 
Clarify the provisions. 


(3) Requirements Based on Type of Construction. Section 
1704(b) has been amended to provide that guardrails and fences 
may be constructed of any material permitted by the Code. 


(4) Engineering Requlations - Quality and Design of 
Materials of Construction. In Section 2303(a), the exception to 
the provision that buildings constructed in accordance with the 
conventional framing requirements of Chapter 25 shall be deemed 
to meet the requirements of the general design section has been 
deleted. 

The formulas regarding minimum lateral force for existing 
buildings contained in Section 2313(c) have been replaced with 


the equivalent in percentage of force applied to the formulas in 
Section 2312(e). - 


(5) Requirements; Fire Escapes. Section 3303(a) 
has been reformatted and clarifies existing requirements relating 
to exits in buildings constructed prior to July 25, 1975; the 
subsection headings of Section 3303(c) have been reformatted. 

Editorial changes have been made to Sections 3306(t) and 
3325(i), celating to fire escapes, to clarify the requirements. 


(6) Fire-resistive Standards for Fire Protection. 
Section 4306(n) has been amended to clarify when the sprinkler 
alternate for window assemblies may be used. 


(7) Installation of Wall and Ceiling Coverin Ss. Section 
4706(c) has been amended to provide that exterior backing, when 
of solid wood or plywopod, must comply with the requirements of 
Section 2516(g)(8). 


(8) Elevators. Section 5101 has been amended to clarify 
the state's jurisdiction over elevators installed in other than 
residential occupancies serving a single unit. 


(9) Uniform Building Code Standards. Section 6003 has 
been amended to adjust the titles of the standards referenced and 
deletes standards no longer applicable. ’ 


(10) Protective Signaling Systems. Section 7201 has been 


amended to correct a typographical error. ; 
Section 7203(c), regarding visual warning devices for the 
hearing impaired, has been amended to clarify that the California 


Building Code requirements apply.
